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CHAPTER 324

AN ACT to create 66.03 (2f) ; and to amend 66.03 (8), of the statutes, re-
lating to the division of assets and liabilities of school districts in
counties containing a city having a population of 500,000 or more.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact Qs follows:

SECTION 1. 66.03 (2f) of the statutes is created to read:
66.03 (2f) SCHOOL DISTRICTS IN MILWAUKEE COUNTY. In counties

containing a city having a population of 500,000 or more, 2 or more school
districts, prior to their consolidation, or the attachment of part of their
district to another district, or subsequent to such consolidation or attach-
ment, may, by identical resolutions adopted by a three-fourths vote of the
members of each board concerned, establish an alternate method to govern
any adjustment of their assets and liabilities to apply to any prior or sub-
sequent detachment from the district. The authority of this paragraph
shall apply whenever the boards find that the adoption of the resolution
is necessary to provide a more equitable method than provided in sub. (2)
or (2c). This subsection shall also apply if one or more of the units involved
operates under s. 40.80. The resolutions adopted shall be recorded in the
office of the register of deeds.

SECTION 2. 66.03 (8) of the statutes is amended to read:
66.03 (8) In case the apportionment board is unable to agree, the

circuit court of the county in which either municipality is situated, may,
upon the petition of either municipality, make the adjustment of assets
and liabilities pursuant to * * * this section, including review of any alter-
native method provided for in sub. (2f) and the correctness of the find-
ings thereunder.
